High Prices Is Bemg Won 


lor a long time, remarks the New York Times, “high prices seemed like the weather, 
about which, as Mark Twain said, everybody talked but nothing was done.” Then the 
buying public, reacting at last from the wave of extravagance that swept the country in 
war time, began a few months ago to rebel against the.ever diminishing purchasing 
power of the dollar.
